Piis intentions were to stay on board until toe 
Philadel; bia steamer was §1 thted, throw him- 
self overboard, signal the steamer and swim in 
her weke to shore. Captain Aitken, who ac- 
companied the Fappy on the cruise, arrived 
vesterday on the bark Nereid from Havan.. 
fle said he left the Fanny Saturday. She was 
then about thirty-five miles east southeast 
from Absecum light. Captain Boytou was then 
on beard awaiting the sight of the steamer. 
Captain Edward Devlin, who was also on the 
pilot boat, said he left her yesterday 
at two o'clock, and came to the city on the 
bark Bouny Deen. When he left the boat 
Captain Boyton bad become tired waiting, and 
had donned hisrabber suit and charged his 
little paper signal cannon, preparatory to 
launching himself into the ocean. He had 
given up the ideaof waiting for the steamer, 
and intended toswim ashore. The ferry was 
thea about forty-five miles east southeast from 
Absecum lights. The sea was heavy, he sand, 
and the wind blowing half a gale from the 
south.

UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT. 


Habeas Corpus Granted--Two Virginia Cou- 
pon Cases. 

WAfHINGTON, March 28—A decision was 
rendered by the United States supreme court 
teday in the habeas corpus case No. 7 original, 
ex parte, in the matter of George M. Bain, Jr., 
petitioner. Bain, petitioner in this case, wad 
cashier of the Exchange National. bank,. of 
Norfolk, Va., and was indicted under section 
5209 of the Revised Statutes for making a false 
report or statement as to the condition of thet 
bank. He westried, found guilty and sen- 
tenced to five years’ imprisonment iu 
the Albany penitentiary. He made 
application to this court for a 
writ of habeas corpus and discharge from cus- 
tody of the United States marshal on the 
ground, first, that the indictment on which he 
was tried was not found by a legal or valid 
grand jury and, second, that the indictment 
was unconstitutional and vold because afcer it 
came from the grand jury the court allowed it 
to be aitered and amended. Without consid- 
ering the question as.to the validity of the 
grand jury, this court, ina carefal and learned 
opinion by Jastice Miller, held, first, that an 
indictmeut found by the grand jury was inde- 
spensable to the power of the court to try the 
petitioner forthe crime with which he was 
charged; second, tbat the indictment on 
which he was _ tried, after it had 
been changed sand amended by order or per- 
mission of the county. was no lenger the ia- 
dictment of the grand jury that presented ib. 
Any cther €cctrine-wonld place the rights of 
a citizen, which were inteuded to be protected 
by the constitutional provision, at the mercy 
or control of the court or prosecuting attoraey, 
or if it be once held that changes can bo made 
by consent at the order of the court in the 
body of the indictment, as presented by the 
grand jury, ard prisoner can be called upon 
to answer a8 changed, the restriction which 
the constitu ion places upon the power of the 
court in regard to the prerequisite of an in- 
dictmentin reality no longer exists, It is of 
no avail under such cireumstances to say that 
the court still has jarisdiction of the person and 
of the crime,for though it has possession of the 
person and would have jurisdiction of the 
crime, if it were properly presented by the in- 
dictment, jurisdiction of the offense is gone 
and the court has no right to proceed any fur- 
ther in the ease for want of an indictment. If 
there is nothing before the court which the 
prisoner, in the language of the constitution, 
can be “held to answer,” he 
is entitled to be discharged, so far 
as the offense originally presented to the court 
by the indictment is concerned. The power of 
the court to proceed to try the prisoner is as 
much arrested as if the indictnent had been 
dismissed or a notice pros. had been entered. 
There was nothing before the court on which 
it could hear evidence or pronounce sentence. 
The case comes within the principles laid down 
by this court in ex parte Lange, 18 Wall, 163; 
ex parte Parks, 93 United States, 15; ex parte 
Wilscn, 114 United States, 418, and other casas. 
‘These views dispense with the necessity of 
examining into questions concerning the 
formation of a grand jary and its removal 
from place to p!ace within a district. The 
court is of theZopinion that petitioner is entitled 
to a writ of habeas corpus, and it is according: 
ly granted, 

This decision of the court is practically 
equivalent to a discharge ofthe prisoner from 
custody. 

A éGecision was also rendered by the court 
today in the Virginia coupon tax case of Wa. 
LL. Royall against the state of Virginia. This 
is an appeal from jadgment proaonaced 
sgainst Royall hy the supreme court of appeals 
of Virginia en the 25th of Februgry last, ia a 
case- in which he was presecuted by the state 
for practicing his  prefession ag & 
lawyer withont license after having tendered 
enid state's couponsin payment of his liccase 
tax. This court holds thatthe present case 
cannot he diatinguished in principle from that 
of Royall vs. Viryinia, 116, United States, 572, 
and on thatanthority the judgment of the 

uypreme covrt of appealsof Virginia is re

HOW THE MONEY MUST BE PAIO 

Ar [Important Decision by the Comptroller 
of the Treasury. 

YVASHINGTON. March 28.—The first comp 
treller of the treasury has decided an interest- 
ing question in regard to the execation of the 
act passcd at ihe last session of congress, pro- 
viding forthe redemption and sale of school 
fa¥m Jands, now held in Beaufort, S. C., by the 
United States. One of the provisions of the 
actis that ‘b-fere such redemption shall be 
awarded and title restored on any such appli- 
cation and proof, such applicant shall pay into 
the treasury of the U aited States 
ihe cmount of the tax, penalty, 
interest and costs. properly chargeable 
sgainst the lands described in such applica- 
tion, together with the cost of advertising the 
scale of said Jands,’ ete. A question arose as to 
whether it will be in compliance with law, if 
the money is paid or deposited to the credit of 
the secretary of the treasury until invested iu 
United States bonds; and also whether ifthe 
money is paid into thetreasury it can be in- 
vested in United States bonds withouta spe- 
cial appropriation. The first comptroller has 
decided that asthe act specifies that the money 
shall be paid into the treasury, it would not 
be in compliance with the law to deposit it to 
the credit of the secretary, and that after the 
money bas been deposited in the treasury it 
cannet be drawn therefrom, bit in conse- 
quence of appropriations made by law. 


IN UTTER D&SESTITUTION. 


A Mother Dying by the Side of Her Dead 
Daughter. 

AvuGUSTA, Ga, March 28.—[Special.]—In a 
low wooden hovel, on the corner of Fenwick 
and McKenzie streets, today, was witnessed one 
of the most sorrowful spectacles that has ever 
met the gaze of humaneye. The house is sit- 
uated near the street. bnt surrounded by fields 
and some distance from any other building. 
The family who reside there are named Car- 
roll, very little of them being known by the 
neighbors. Carrollisa crippled woodsawyer, 
but for some weeks bas not been seen plying 
his avecation. His family is composed of a 
wife, daughter and two sons. 

Nothing seems to have been kuown of their 
condition until this morning. A passing 
woman was called in, who witnessed the most 
appalling sight. Sitting in front of the fire- 
place, where long since the last vestige of what 
was once a fire had died out, was Carroll and 
his young sep, in the depths of despair. 
On an old bed behind them was 
lying his wife ina dying condition, together 
with the body of his daughter,a girl of six- 
teen, who had died several hours before. The 
woman caunot recover. Destitaution reizaed 
througheut. Nota morsel of food was to be 
found—nreither wood nor clothing, save a few 
od tattered garments. The co'd 
wind wes whistling through the many cracks 
in the old rickety building. The house was 
damp snd cold inside, and together §with the 
dexd and dying presented a most heartrending 
spectacle: ‘Theceath ofthe girl was in all 
probability caused from the want of food; in 
fact, hunger seemed gnawing atthe vitals of 
the entire family. The condition of this desti- 
tute femily was this afternoon communicated 
to the mayor, who sentacity physician to at- 
tend the sick. He also sent food and wood, to- 
gether with a coffin for the burial of the girl.

NARROW ESCAPE OF TWO WOMEN, 
‘IN MEMPHIS. 


Cut Off From Escap> in a Burning Baildinz, They 
are Carried Through the Flames and Smoke by ~—— 
Brave Firemen - Large fies] Works Bura- 
ead Near Syracuse, New York 


Mempuis, March 28.—Fire started early thie 
morning on the southwest corner of Maia 
Washington streets. It originated in the cellar 
of I. Besthoff & Co., second-hand farnitaré 
store, and destroyed that building, Allathornaé 
& Co.’s seed store, William Quinn’s -boarding- 
honse and saloon and James Curley’s Tixolt 
gardens. The four buildings burned were 
four stories high, and were valued at about 
$35,000. The stocks of goods destroyed weré 
valned at $15,000. The insurance aggregates 
$21,000, divided equally between local and for- 
eign companies. The bnildings burned were 
owned by Captain James Lee, Jn, J. W. Me 
Gvire, Colonel W. H. Wood and Thomas Boyle. 

There were many narrow escapes by the ia- 
mates of upper stories. —Two women were ré3- 
cued by firemen who bad been cut off from es- 
cape and remained in the third story for half 
an hour. A galeof wind was blowing. an@ 
the rescue was made in the faceof clouds of 
smoke, which poured out of the building and 
veurly suffocated the brave firemen. ‘ 


STEE. WORKSDESTROYED. ~— 


A Large Conflagration in a Syracase $4 
burb. 

Syracuse, N. Y. March 28.—Sanderson 
steel works, in Geddes, a suburb of this city, 
were destroyed by fire, which broke out at one 
o'clock this morning. The wind was blowing 
a gale at the time, and the members of the fire 
department were engaged with a fire in anotl- 
er partof the city. In au hour, the buildings, 
which covered two acres of ground. were if 
rains, The total loss is upward of $220,600. 
The property belonged to the Sandersons, of 
Sheffield, England, who started the works ia 
this city about twelve years ago. 

Extensive improvements were contemplated 
this spring. The works will be rebuilt im nse 
diately, and will be a third larger than those 
burned. Tho fire is supposed to have origina- 
ted in the gas generating system through some 
defect. Much other property was endangered 
by flying sparks, but fortunately what might 
have been an extensive conflagration was aver- 
ted by the effective workjof firemen-assisted 
by citizens.

A COAL MINECAVESIN. 


Several Acres of{Ground Sink, Carrying 

With It Railroad Track. 
~. WILKESBARRE, Pa. March 28,---A_ seri- 
rious cave-in occurred at Fairmount colliery, 
this morning. The colliery is located along 
the Deleaware and Hudson railroad, within a 
short distance of Corklane depot. The cave-ia 
covers anarea of several acres, inclading near- 
ly two hundred yards of railroad, which has 
fallen fully twenty feet. In consequencs, 
transportation was wholly suspended for the 
day. The breaker, a massive structure used 
for preparing coal for the market, wascut in 
two. The rear part was torn away from the 
main portion and may tumble at any moment. 
The damage to the breaker and colliery will be 
heavy, but no reliable estimate can be made 
at present. The mine is owned by the Fair- 
mount Land company, who leased it to the 
Fairmount Coalcompany. The latter comps- 
ny enbd-leased it to Dr. Rice, of Scranton, who 
has been operating it for some years past. Two 
hundred men and boys employed in the col- 
liery, are thrown out of employment for an 
indefinite time.

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THE CARDINAL AND THE KNIGHTS. 


Cardinal Gibbous’s Meport on the Labor 
Organization. 

Roms, March 28.—The text of Cardinal Gib- 
bops’s reports on the Knights of Labor, a; pub- 
lished in the Moniteur de Rome, shows that 
several additions have been made to the re- 
portss originally published. Referring to the 
objeetions urged against the organization, the 
cardinal says: 

It is objected that. inthis kind of organization 
Catholics mix with Protestants to the peril of their 
faith. Ameonst mixed people like ours the separa- 
tion of religions in civil affairs is not possib'e. To 
Fuppese that the faith of Catholics suffers shows 
the ignorance of the Catholic workmen of America, 
who regard the churen as their mother. They are 
intelligent, instrneted, devoted, and ready to give 
their blood, as they give their hard-earned gains, 
for her support and protection. 

To the question whether it would not be 
better to have organizations conducted by 
priests, under the direct influence of religion, 
the cardinal frankly replies that he thinks it 
neither pessible ner necessary. Ho says: 


In our countrics we have abundant means of . 


making Catholics good without coing so far. 


it being objected that the liberty of the or- | 


ganization exposes Catholics to deadly ina- 
fluences and associations more dangerous than 
even atheists or communists, the cardinal says 
it wes true, but that proof of faith would not 
try American Catholics. To such influences 
they were exposed every day, and they knew 
them well and despised them. Leaders of the 
Knights of Labor related how their violent and 
aggressive elements strove to gain authority 
in their counsels or ivsinuate persons 
into the principles of the associations and also 
wld of the determination with which they 
were repelled. Danger would arise from cold- 
ness between the church and her children, 
which nothing would more surely occasion than 
improvident contamination, special stress be- 
ing laid upon violence, even to the shedding of 
bleed, which has characterized several strikes 
inangurated by workingnien’s associations. The 
cardinal says: 

I have three things to remark: First, strikes are 
not the invention jof the knights, but universal; 
the perpetual means by which workmen protest 
against whatisunjustand demand their rights, 

Second, in? such a struggle of multitudes of the 
poor against hard, obstinate wealth and vice, are 
often as inevitable as they are regrettable. 

Third, the lawgand prineipal authorities of the 
knights, so fan from encouraging violence or occ is. 
ions for violence, exercise a powerful preventive 
influence, reeking to keep thestrikes within the 
limits of legitimete action. An attentive examina- 
tion into the violent struggles between labor and 
capital has convinced me of the injustice of at- 
tributing violence to the knights. Their principal 
authorities bave proved the fact that it is unrea- 
sonable to attribute vice to the kuights as to attrib- 
ule tothe chureh tree follies andecrimes of her 
hildren, against which she protests, 

Thisthought is admirably developed by the 
cardinal. He says: 

A part of Christian prudence isto attempt to 
bind the hearts of the multitude with ties of love 
for the purpose of controlling them by principles 
of faith, justiceand charity; and to revog- 
nile the truth and justice of their cause, 
removed from what is false and criminal, there 
will converge in a legitimate, peaceable beuefi- 
cent struggle that which by repulsive severity 
might become fer the masses of our people a vol- 
canic abyss similar to that which society fears, 
and which the churches deplores in Europe. 

The cardinal insists strongly and at length 
on this point.g@He then refers to the aspect of 
the country, that of popular power regulated 
by the love of order, respect for religion, obe- 
dience to laws; not a democracy of license and 
violence, but a true democracy which seeks 
general prosperity by ways of sound 
principles and good social order. 
Religion is necessary to preserve so desirable 
a state of affairs. Among thechurch’s glorious 
titles none at present gives her such inflnencs 
as that of the “Friend of the Peopls”’ in our 
democratic nation. That is the title which 
gains for the Catholic church not onig the en. 
thusiastic dgyotion of mi'lionsof her chi'dren 
but the respect and admiration of all of onr 
citizens, whatever their religious beliefs He 
recognized that the great question of the 
future in not a «question of war, 
commerce or finance, bus a sociai question 
tonching the amelioration of the condition of 
the popular masses, espedaliy the working- 
men. Therefore itis of importauce that the 
church be found always firmly ranged on the 
side of humanity and justice toward the mau!- 
titudes composing the body of the human fam- 
ily. The conditions of the lower classes at 
present cannot and should not continue. 


THE COTTON-HANDLERS’ STRIKG. 


The New Council Want the Negroes to Join 
Them or be Discharged. 

NEW ORLEANS, March 28.—This morning 
the different gangs of colored cetton yard men 
reported as usual at the various presses where 
they are employed, But were unable to go to 
work, as there were no classers present to re- 
ecive and finish the classing of cotton that 
would have been turned out. The white cot- 
tom yards men, scale hands, etc., were on hand 
at an early hour, bat did not go 
to work. The weiphers, reweighers, 
classers, ingpectors fand samplersdid not go to 
the presses, but assembled about Corondalet 
street. They discussed the prospect of a set- 
tlementof the strike, but avoided all conver- 
sation onthe subject with outsiders. Several 
of the men stated that they had received noti- 
fications from their houses to go to work this 
morning, but that they could not doso until 
they had received instrnetions from the cotton 


council. A majority of those present, however, | 


asserted that they had received no notice from 
their employers, so that it was evident that a 
good number of the members of 
the Factors and Buyers association had 
not complied with the resolutions 
pasecd by their protective bodies Saturday, to 
the effect that they should instruct their em- 
ployes to go to work this morning under pea- 
alty of being discharged. They expected that 
when the bosses arrived attheir respective 
officers, they might be ordered to go to work, or 


in case of refusal, be discharged, but did not | 


think it hard!y probable that the employers 
cared about attempting to settle the issue by 
such a course at the present time. The Bat- 
ture and Natchey presses are at work com- 
pressing cotton, the same being hauled away 
to the levee by members of the new 
council, who are alone employed 
in the above presses. Alsoin the Commercial 
press and Zuzette warehouse,men were at 
work as usual turning out, sampling, weigh- 
ing, classing and reweighing. Cotton was re- 
ceived also from railroads, steamboats, etc. It 
is understood that members of the new council 
will make no efforts towards a conferen*e. 
They want the colored cotton} yard men to 
join them, and, until they do so. or are dis- 
charged from the different presses where they 
are now employed, members of the new coun- 
cil will not return to work.

Light the thermometer registered 44° and the 
water 35°. An hour laterthe temperature of 
the air was 40° and water 28°. At 6 o'clock 
on the night of the 19th, when a heavy gale 
was blowing from the southwest, a smooth 
stretch of water was ran into. The tempera- 


ture indicated that there were icebergs near. 4 


There was a quantity of field ice to the leeward 
aud very near. On the 20th, 2ist and 22d 
there were strong gales. It was on the last of 
thore days that the Dauntless hove to. Since 
last Thureday the weather was fine, On the 
25th arun of 328 miles was made, which is 
said to be the best ever made by a yacht on the 
Atlantic ocean. The Fastnet light was sighted 
at 1:°0 in the morning, but the wind had died 
out and the run along the coast was slow. 

During the storm of the 23d the cock pit was 
on several occasions filled with water and alto- 
gether it was a perilous time for the yacht. Ua 
the 24th the sea was terribly reugh and the 
beat rolled so badly that the water tank burst. 
The seamen were consequently put on the 
smallest possible allowance of water, but later 
on they were plentifully supplied with ale and 
claret, and ultimately with champagne instead 
of water. All on board arrived in the best of 
bealth. Daring one of the severe gales on pas- 
sage, two men were washed from the wheel and 
only saved from going overboard by the lash- 
ing, with which they were bonnd. 


FRANCE AND RUSSIA. 


A Sensation in Paris Over an Interview 
With Flourens, 

Paris, March 28.—A sensation has been 
caused by the publication of a reported con- 
veisation between M. Flourens, French minis- 
ter of foreign affairs, and a correspondent of the 
Novoe Vremya of St. Petersburg. ‘The story is 
(fiicially declared to be incorrect, but little 
valae is attached to the denial.

THB IRISH CRIMES BILL. 


The Government Anxious to Pass the Sec-~ 
ond Reading Before Easter. 

Lonwpon, March 28.—In the house of com- 
mons this.evening, Sir Henry Hoiland, colo- 
nial secretary, replying to a question, stated 
that the Canadian parliament possessed an- 

_thority to purchase and direct the operations 
of armed cruisers fn Canadien waters without 
the consent of the imperial government. The 
act of 1867 gave Canada power to legislate in 
all matters relative to militia and military aad 
naval defense. 

W. H. Smitb, government leader, intimated 
thatthe government had decided to ask the 
house to passa second reading of the Irish 
criminal law amendment before the usual 
Easter holidays. [Cheers and counter cheers. 
The government, said Mr. Smith, disayo 
any intention to menace the house, bat they 
wished members to understand that the meas- 
ure was Vital to order in Ireland: that it is 
one upon which the government staked their 
existence and was more important than the 
holidays. 

Mr. Balfour, chief secretary for Lreland, then 
moved the first reading of the Irish criminal 
law amendment bill. In doing so he referred 
to the terms of Mr. Parnell’s proposed amend- 
ment to the bill,in which the Irish leader 
claims that the bouse should obtain farther ia- 
formation about the condition of Ireland. Mr. 
Balfour thought the Parnellites were sufficient- 
ly informed of the state of their country and 
should recognize Irish anarchy as an artificer 
recognizes bis own work. 

Mr. Dillon followed Mr. Balfour. He said 
that this bill would never pass into a law. 
[Irish cheere.| If he believed that the people 
of England were capable of sanctioning this 
measure he would give up forever the hope of 
secing Ireland and England shaking hands. 
The Jrish people would be slaves, indeed, if 
if they tubmitted to it. Either he 
would leave the country where 
ho Irishman could live unless 
he lived like aslave,or if the people were willing 
be would be preud and happy to lead them ia 
battle. [Cheers.} The measure could only re- 
sult in causing increased disorganization and 


drivipg the people back to the horrors of 


er years. ([Cheers.}] Earl Spencer, be- 
hieving his life to be in danger, had the courage 
to face the people of Ireland like a man, bat 
small credit was due to the present govern- 
ment, who did not know the dangers they were 
facing. [Cries of “Oh!” “Oh!” and cheers ] More 
miserable excuses on which to found coercion 
had never been heard. Mr. Balfour had sue- 
ceeded in proving nothing bat his own igno- 
rance of the country which he sought to gov- 
ern. The sooner he quitted office the better 
for Iheland and for himself. The government 
were practically treating Irishmen like slaves, 
They sought to root them out like vermin. 
The government offered them the prospect of 
a favorable land purchase bill. If this coercion 
bill passed, neither the land purchase bill nor 
apy other Irish measure would like tobe ae- 
cepted at the hands of the I’nglish parliament. 

A conference of the liberal-unfonists qill be 
held at the Devonshire house Thursday, to 
consider the coercion bill. An exchange of 
views in the lobbies on the bill, disclose the 
fact that several of the tuuionists disapprove 
of the measure, but the mass of the party con- 
sider its provisions not too stringent. Harting. 
ton and Chamberlain will give thorough sup- 
port tothe whole proposals. The threatened 
defection of the unionists will probably not 
exceed ten votes, leaving the government still 
with a petent majority. 

The Parnellites held an informal meetia 
and united in denouncing what they term

The measure, they said, concealed under its 
provisions powers for the extinction of the lib- 
erties of the press, public meetings, free spsech

Mr. Parnell considers the Irish criminal law 
amendment bill one of the strongest coercion 
measures ever proposed in parliament. The 
bill, he savs, ever creates new offenses. He 
thinks that Balfour’s reference tothe press 
means that the government will suppress 
prominent nationalist newspapers as soon as 
the bill has been passed.

Hall, J.—1. Semble that a person in the em- 
ployment of a railroad company, who was di- 
rected to accompany a train and to deliver a 
load of rough lumber, slabs, etc., at a point on 
the line of another railroad, and who was 
killed by the car leaving the track of the latter 
road by reason of an alleged defect in the con- 
struction of the track, was not an employe of 
the latter road for the purpose of transacting 
the business in which he was engaged, so that, 
in order for his widow to maintain an action for 
his homicide, he must have been free from 
fault. 30 Ga., 146. 

2. Whether he was such a co-employe or not, 
his widow was entitled to maintain an action 
for his homicide, unless he was guilty of neg- 
ligence, There being aconflics of testimony 
on that point, it was a question for the jury, 
and the grant of a non-suit was error. 

3. Where interrogatories were forwarded by 
mail, and reached the place of their destination 
by due course of mail, as was shown by the 
official stamp of the postoflice department, 
placed upon the package at that point, and 
giving the date of its arrival, and thereupon 
such package was taken by the mail carrier 
and delivered to the clerk of the superior court, 
who entered on it the person from whom and 
the time when he received it, this was a sub- 
stantial compliance with the act of September 
6, 1883 (Acts 1882.2, p. 102). 

(a.) Where the parties entered into a written 
consent thatthe package should be opened, 
which was accordingly done, this was a waiver 
of any objections to irregularities in these re- 
spects apparent onthe outside thereof. 

4. To avoid mistake as to the foundation to 
be laid for expert testimoay, it may be well to 
add that the rule on this subject applies only 
to one who is unacquainted with tho facts and 
their surroundings. Where one has this knowl- 
edge of the facts and their surroundings, he 
may give his opinion by showing the reason 
for it, whether he be an expert or not, 

Judgment reversed.

Columbus and Western Railway Company vs. 
Kennedy. Case, from Muscogee. Railroads. 
Damages. Negligence. Live Stock. Evi- 
dence. Presumptions, (Before Judge 
Willis ) 

Halli, J.—1. Whether the understanding of a 
shipper of live stock that they were to be 
sbipped through in the same caron which they 
were Joaded at the starting point was admissi- 
ble or not, under the circumstances of thig case, 
it was entiiely immaterial, and neither 
could nor ought to have had anv initluence on 
the finding of the jury; and the same thing is 
true as to the sayings ofa livery stable keep. 
er at Chattanooga as to the chango 
of stock from one cir to another, 
the stock being in good condition when it 
reached a point beyond that where the change 
was claimed to have been made, at which 
point the new contract of shipment was taken 

2. Where the owner of the stock testifies 
that he did not find the stock at the point 
where he expected them on his arrival: that 
he searched for them at one or two other 
points, and finally found them at a place 
where they had arrived in a damaged con- 
dition from being bruised, thrown down, etc., 
it was advisable for him to testify that he at 
first refused to accept them from the company, 
and told the railroad agent that he did not 
want to take them; and that the latter told 
him to take them, and do the best he codld 
with them, and that the railroad company 
would make it all right. Such statements 
were a part of the res gestae, appertaining to 
the transportation of the stock. 

(a.) It is not decided that the company 
was tound by the representations of this agent 
that it would make the damage good upen 
compliance by the plaintiff with the conditions 
mentioned. 

3. By 23033 of the Code, in cases of injury to 
persons or property, the presumption in all 
cases is against the railroad company, that the 
injury was the result of its negligence, and to 
relieve itself of this presumption it is incam- 
bent upon them to show that they were in the 
exercise of all ordinary and reasonable care 
and diligence; and this presumption is applica- 
ble as well to an action founded upon their 
general liability as to one founded on such a 
live-stock contract as that under which it was 
contended the horses inyolved in this 
case were ship ped. Where the 
company showed from the appearance of the 
car only that the train on which the horses 
were brought tothe place where the owner 
found them, had not been derailed, and show- 
ed how the injury might have happened, but 
not how it actually happened. and none of the 
employes in charge of the train were intro- 
duced as witnesses on the trial, to account for 
the injury, a verdict finding against the com- 
pany was sustained by the evidence, 

Judgment aflirmed.

Blandford, J— Where, upon the filing of a 


bill in equity and before the first term of the

by the defendants, conditioned to pay the com- 
plaipant the condemnation money in the caso; 
and where, also before the first term of the 
court, the chancellor required the complaicant 
to answer for any damages that the defendants 
might incur by reason of the institution of 
the suit; these proceedings were merely 
preliminary or ancillary to the main cause of 
action, and did not amount to such a trial of 
the case as would prevent the complainant, 
who wasa non-resident, fron? proceeding at 
the first term of the court, before any trial of 
the case had been entered on, to remove it to 
the ci:cnit court of the United States.

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” “gRod MACON TO ROUND OAK: ~ 


A Pleasant Ride Over the Covington and 
cy Macon Road. 

Macon, Ga., March 28.—([Special.|—At an 
early hour this morning, your corre:poadent 
walked down to the Covington and Macon 
depot. His purpose wasto keep an ap vint- 
ment with Colonel Gus Cabanias and Judge W. 
A Lofton, an agreement having been entered 
inte that we should all meet there and go fur a 
ride over the new road. 

While waiting, the reporter had time t) in- 
vestigate the surroundings a little. The shops 
are getting pretsy well under way now, aod 
ten freight cars are being constructed for the 
use of the road. The new mail caris a daisy, 
and the interior arrangement is nicely done by 
wotkmen right here in the shops. In fast, 
every stroke of work possible is done here at 
home in preference to sending off to.a distance. 

The road way is too narrow for the passage of 
wsgons and drays, and the city authorities 
ought to draw in the fence at the corner of the 
perk twenty or thirty feet, for a hundred yards 
or so, and give the road a good broaa street in- 
tersecting with Walnut street right at the 
street car entrance. It would not damage the 
park @ bit, and the little bit of ground is not at 
present. utilized, being an obscure corner whore 
people never go, and not enough to pasture a 
billygoat over night. 

Cuntrerv to the most ardent expectations of 
the scribe, Messrs. Caberiss and Lofton both 
put in appearance, and Hon. J. H. Blount™nd 
Colonel R. U. Hardeman, of Clinton, joiue’ the. 
party, with Colonel B W. Frobel as chaperone, 
and we puiled out at 8:30 sharp. 

The roadbed is remarkably smooth for a new 
line, and therun is very pleasant. For the 
first few miles we ran along the old roadbed of 
the Macon and Augusta road, across the Oc- 
mulgee and its belt of swamp lands and out 
inte the pine barrens beyond, to Roberts 
stxution. 

The trestling across the Central railroad is 
just completed, and is safe and steady. 

After Roberts we entered the fertile hill 
region of Jones, avd rocking away through 
patches of woodland and swelling fields, we 
observed many signs of theapproach of a more 
gevixl season. ‘The dogwoods are clad in 
snowy vestments, and the woods are crammed 
and jammed fall of dogwoods. The party 
agreed that they had never seen wood; so fa!! 
of this flowering tres anywhere else. Then 
there were clumps of fragrant honeysackle3;, 
aud wreaths of yellow jessamine, and budding 
trees, and fields of green oats, the whole form- 
ing ® landscape most agreesbiv variegated. 

There is much fine virgin forest still left in 
Jones,aud the fields that were thrown out years 
xzo bave been rehabilitated by nature’s un- 
flagging efforts. 

Morton is the first station, fifteen mi'es from 
Macon, and itshows many signs of thrift and 
enterprise. New-¢éjores and d welling are going 
up, and a siding has been constructed for the 
discharge ot freight, a large quantity of which 
is received at tins: point. Several cars go out 
every day laden with miscellaneous freight for 
Morten and points further up the road. 

As we epproach Clinton the country grows 
a little more broken, and the _ ridges 
are breezy with the breath of spring. 
The road did not treat. ancient Clinton right. 
The historic old town deseryed better at the 
hands of the authorities. The road runs 
a mile and three-quarters east of the conrt- 
house, and they have named the station 
Gray’s instead of Clinton. This is all wcong. 
The place ought to be called Clinton. Judge 
Ross s#ys that they are going to build up that 
portion of the county that lies bet ween Cliaten 
and Grays, and that it will all be one tewa by 
and by. 

This is the place where Conrres:man Blount 
has located his town, and bouses are going up 
right speedily in the little village. ‘Tho one 
Store is doing a fine business. 

Leaving Grays, we pulled on up to Bradley, 
which is aprnmising village, and from the 
present lock of things will develop into a neat 
iWNtle country viilage. Next in order 
is Wayside, a snug little half 
ttaiion, where there is- a splendid 
spring of sparkling water, welling up at the 
foot of the hill, and breaking away into a tink- 
Jing rivolet that winds in aad out among the 
hills on its way to join the big river. 

Allalong through this country. are large 
granite bowlders, hoary with moss and lichens, 
and broken by the storms of many centuries. 
The rock is said to bo of a very superior qual- 
ity. 

These lands are quite fertile, and it may 
weil be said of the people of Jones that they 
have withstood the pressure of the various 
financial crises of the last twenty years far bat- 
ter than the average county of Georgia or the 
south. 

The road runs along aridgeway its entire 
lengtb, curving iu and out 59 as to avoid long 
tresties and deep cuts, and there are no streams 
to cross, the line resembling in many respects 
the route between Macon and Atlanta, 

Just below Round Oak Sunshine church was 
originally located. It was near here that the 
celebrated “battle of Sunshiue” occurred, whea 
General Stoneman and his army of raiders 
were captured. 

When Stoneman fell back from Macon he 
tried to retreat through this country toward 
Atianta. He had gotten too far from his base 
of st pplies, however, aud General Iverson par- 
sued him hotly. The two armies confronted 
each other at Sunshine church, and the battle 
was foughtin a scattering way over an extent 
of three or four miles. On a hill jast exst of 
the knob on which the old church was located, 
he finally surrendered. 

Down ina valiey near Sunshine several ne- 
groes approached the confederate troops, think- 
ing they were federals, begging for ansmnnition 
with which to “give the rebels fits.’ The 
confederates ied them down into the bottom of 
the valley and swung them upto some trees 
and left them. 

A gentleman who lives at Round Oak had 
all his stock stolen, and in looking for it afcer 
the hattle he found ove of his mules shot dead 
on the fieid, and the yaukee soldier that rode 
it cf lying beside it with his leg shot off. He 
found another negro that had been hanged to 
a tree. 

Joe Funderbank was home on a furlough, 
and he put on one of his sister's dresses and 
tried to escape. He was detected and captured, 


and after the fight a Kentucky regiment 


escaped, carrying him with them, astride a 
boise, and his gown floating in the breeze. 
They had promised to try him for a 
spy and shoot him next morning, 
but he escaped from his guards that night. 
This was in July, 1864, and when Sherman 
came there next spring he burned Suashine 
church and it was never rebuilt. 

Round Oak is but a few miles above, and 
here is the present terminus, The placy takes 
its pame from a big spreading post oak, whose 
top wes formerly round and strikingly sym- 
metrical. During the batiie of Sumshine a 
vumber of ballets were fired into the old tree, 
end ifs branches were torn with cannon balls. 
The fmbs are somewhat ragged and broken 
now, bot it is etill a beautiful landmark. 

Round Oak is situated at the forks of the 
Monticello, Milledgeville and Mason roads.and 
was a postoffiice aud country trading place 
years. abd years ago. 

There is a neat church here, and a very pro- 
grestive community of people settled aroand. 

Round Osk Agricultural association is a big 
farmer’s club, and a steck company of two han- 
cred and fifty shares has been formed to for- 
ward its interests. A beantiful lot has been 
purchased near the station where the ¢lub 
beadquarters are to be located 

This ¢lub will held a county fair next fall, 
and will also enter the lists as a competitor for 
some of the prizes at the Macon state fair in 
Octoher. . 

Tue CoxetituTion is now received here 
Gaily,and the people of Round Oak keep as 
well posted as those of Maecen. At a pyint 
sbouta mile and a half above Round Oak the 
end of the track was reached, and there we 
met the stage from Monticello which carries 
the mail, with an occasional passenzer. 

At this point we turned back, the engine ran 
around a Y and turned its head Macon- 
warcs and we were soon rolling away on the 
return voyage. ? 

The ride was much enjoyed, ani the row 
was voted a success by the tourists. Iron for 
the contix uation of the tracklaying to H Ms- 
borough is expected every day.

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THE NATIONAL BANKS NOW IN EX- 
ISTENCE. 


The Amount of Capitel Which Taey Represent—Tae 
Erofite Made by Them im the Pass—Tae Owner- 
ship of Netional Bank Stce« -A Gratify- 
ing Exhibhiion of Progres?. 


WASHINGTON, March 28.— [Special.]'—The 
following information relating to the 
banks in Georgia will be found of interest, as 
it affords an exhibit of the business of these 
institutions which are such an important cle- 
ment in commercial life. 

There are seventeen national banks in the 
state, having a combined capital of $2,736,000. 
As ap earnest of their success, it can be stated 
that they have a surplus fand of $892,651.88, 
and, in addition, the individusl profits amount 
to $432,565 50. They have an outstanding cir- 
calation of $979,250. There has been a steady 
increate for some time in the amount of the 
individual deposits held by them, the sum of 
such holdings being $4,009,53657. The total 
liabilities of the banks amount to $10,215,132 OL. 

THE SOURCES OF REVENUE. 

In order to show the sources oftheir reve- 
nue, it can be said that they have out as loans 
and discounts $6,305,861.36, and that they 
have on deposit in the treasury, to secure their 
circulation, bonds to theamount of $1,053:500 
ana for deposits $110,000. The United States 
bonds on haud are in amount $25,000, but of ofh- 
erstocks and bonds they hold $282,110.01. The 
real estate owned by them isvaiuel at $163,- 
980.14. While the Georgia banks are required 
to bave a lawful money reserve of $602,516, 
they in reality hold as such reserve $332,666. 

Of course the banks are operated to make 
money, and hence it beeomes of interes’ to see 
what their profits have been in the past. 

DIVIDENDS PAID. 

Doring the last year they paid in dividends 
$192,620, while their net earnings amounted to 
the much larger sum of $299,74117. The div- 
idends were 7.25 per cent on the capital invest- 
ed, and the net earnings were 8 18 per cent on 
both capital and surplusfand. The amount 
chsrged off as losses for the year was $113,- 
299.58, 

In order to see how the investments of the 
banks were made,the following classi ication of 
the loans and discounts is given. The banks 
have out on on single name paper, $303,425.05; 
on stocks aud bonds, $905,232.43 ; and all other 
loans, $4,445,179 82. 

There are five national banks in Georgia 
with a capital of at least $150,000. Since the 
origination of the national banking system, 
twenty-three of these institutions have been 
established in the state, but six of them have 
closed out business. 

THE OWNERSHIP OF STOCK. 

The ownership of the steck of the national 
banks has been a matter of considerable specu- 
lation, but until recently no positive or official 
information on the subject was obtainable. With 
a view, therefore, to ascertaining how the stock 
of the nationa! banks is distributed, a labori- 
ous examination has been made of tlie official 
lists. of shareholders. The following is the in- 
formation efforded so far as the Gorgia banks 
are concerned: 

The whole number of shares of stock of the 
national banks of Georgia is 26,800 Of this 
18,026 shares are held by residents of the state, 
aud 8,774 shares are qwned by citizens of otaer 
states. The number of shares held by natural 
persons is 24 562; by religious, charitable and 
education institations, 17; by savings banks, 
trust companies, and insurance companies, 
1,446; held by all other corporations, 775. The 
number of shareholders who are nataral per- 
sons is $20; corporations, 21. The sharehold- 
ers who are residents number 655; non-rasi- 
dents, 186; total number of shareholders, Sil. 
The number of shareholders owning specified 
emounts of stock are as follows: 

Owning ten shares and less, 470; over ten 
and not more than fifty, 250; over fifty and 
not more than three hundred, 11!; over three 
hundred shares, 10. 

COMPARISONS MADE. 

For purposes of comparison the fvullowing 
similer statement for ten years ago will be 
found of interest:

As will be seen by a communication pub- 
lished elsewhere, Mr. Vannay Cleveland, of 
Tennessee, has ordered a monument to be 
placed over the resting place of his distin- 
guished ancestor, Colonel Ben Cleveland, of 
revolutionary fame, and one of the heroes 
of King’s Mountain. The monument will 
be a cost)y one, and is a just tribute to the 
memory of a southerner whose deeds ren- 
dered his name famous.

IN reply to the charge of plagiarism from 
Moore’s ‘‘Epicurean,’? in not only the sa- 
lient features of the plot, but ‘the actual 
transition of parts of the text of the famous 
‘‘She,’’ Mrs. H. Rider Haggard, the wife 
of the author, says in defense of her hus- 


band, in the Pall Mall Gazette: 

‘Mr. Haggard is abroad in Cyprus, and will not 
return home for three or four weeks. As to the 
suggestion of plagiarism from Moore’s ‘Epicurean,’ 
Iam certain Mr. Haggard never read the book. I 
believe he never heard of it till it was mentioned 
to him by_a gentleman a few days before he 
started for Egypt. The poem in ‘Jess’ was sent to 
Mr. Haggard from South Africa in manuscript ina 
private letter about seven years ago, by a lady now 
dead. He had always believed it to be her own 
composition, never to have been published.”’

“Since Haggard is away, this is not the moment 
forcomment. Most writers, we fancy, will agree 
with us in holding,in the interests of literary 
morality, that some further explanation is impera- 
tively required.” 


ONE of the petent arguments advanced by 
. the friends-of Mr. Sherman in favor of the 
advantage which he, as a presidential candi- 
date, would have over Mr. Blaine, is that 
the former could command the mugwump 
element, which will not support Mr. Blaine. 
This little Sherman boomlet is exploded be- 
fore it has an opportunity to boom much. 
The New York Times, the representative 
and most influential of the mugwump or- 
gans, is squarely for Cleveland against even 
Sherman, and has the following to say of 
the latter’s attack on the administration in 
his Nashville speech :

He ostensi- 
bly goes to Indian Territory to visit his 
daughter, but will in all probability make 
thivgs warm before his return. In the 
meantime President Cleveland is taking it 
quietly, while selecting his poles and appli- 
ances for his summer fish. Conscious of 
the approval of his countrymen, he contin- 
ues to make one of the best presidents the 
country ever had, and moves along withont 
effort to certain re-election. 


The Cotton Movement. 

The New York Financial Chronicle, in its 
cotton review, says that for the week ending 
March 25 the total receipts have reached 
46,298 bales, against 57,716 bales last week, 
72,953 bales the {previous week and 79,951 
bales three weeks since, making the total re- 
ceipts since the first of September, 1886, 
5,005,872 bales, against 4,791,502 bales for 
the same period of 1885-6, showing an in- 
creage since September 1, 1886, of 214,370 
bales. 

During the same period the exports reach 
a total of 109,885 bales, of whigh«74 630 
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fatal conta ox 1t7-08b Of the ‘continent. The 
pb meaksues for forward delivery for the week 
are 678,700 bales. For immediate delivery 
the total sales foot up 2,861 bales, including 
930 for export, 1,931 for consumption. The 
imports into continental ports have been 
58,000 bales. 

There bas been a decrease in the cotton in 
sight of 56,211 bales as compared 
with the same date of 1886, an increase of 
142,720 bales as compared with the corres- 
ponding date of 1885 and a decrease of 121,- 
951 bales as compared with 1884. The old 
interior stocks have decreased during the 
week 26,439 bales and are 184, 456 | 
bales less than at the same period last year. 
The receipts at the same towns have been 
3,016 bales more than the same week last 
year, and since September 1 the receipts at 
all the towns are 71,927 bales more than for 
the same time in 1885-86. 

The increase in amount in sight Friday 
night as compared with last year, is 48,713 
bales, the increase as compared with 1884-85 
is 630,973 bales and the increase over 1883- 
&4 is 679,171 bales. ‘The total receipts from 
the plantations since September 1, 1886, 
were 5,131,658 bales; in 188586 were 
5,134,044 bales; in 1884-85 were 4,692,136 
bales. 

Although the receipts at the outports the 
past week were 46,298 bales, the actnal 
movement from plantations was only 19,23 
bales, the balance being taken from the 
stocks at the interior towns. Last year the 
receipts from the plantations for the same 
week were 29,998 bales and for 1885 they 
were 16,830 bales. 

The Chronicle says the speculation in cot- 
ton for future delivery at New York has 
been active, and prices show a further ad- 
vance. On Ssiurday last there was some 
depression, caused by sales to realize. The 
sdvance had been sufficient, it was thought, 
to make the reaction of a few points prob- 
able; but on Monday Liverpool did not re- 
spond at all to this idea, and as a conse- 
quence there was heavy buying to cover 
contracts, with an advance of 13 to 16 points, 
in’which the next crop shared. On Tuesday 
the bears were again encouraged to sell the 
market down a few points, but only to find 
the prices going against them on Wednes- 


day. On Thursday morning an advance of 
2 to 3-64ths at Liverpool caused with usa 
jump of 6 to 8 points, most of which was al- }

And yet thisone word, stingy, explains it 
all. Itmatters not how moral astingy man 
maybe. His grasping avarice is simply cov- 
etousness, any reader of the Scriptures knows 
the road that the covetous man travels. Law- 
ton coveted money for its own sake, and at 
last he threw to the winds friendly and busi- 
ness obligations, the demands of honor, duty 
and everything else, and risked all to make 
one grand scoop. 

Such men as Lawton do not have any 
emall vices, because they are expensive. 
Money is what they are after, and there is al- 
ways danger that they will break out in a 
sudden defiance of law and public opinion, 
and commit some gigantic robbery. They 
are just as likely to do it when they are gray- 
headed as when they are in the flush of youth. 
Covetousness stirs a fever in the blood of age, 
and arms the dotard with daring and 
strength. 

Why trust the stingy man at all? He is 
at heart dishonest, He will steal when he 
thinks he can do it safely. When a man is 
tainted with this meanest of all vices he will 
not only bear watching, but a pair of hand- 
cufis should always be convenient. 


A Learned Commentator Muddled. 

Immediately upon the passage of theinter- 
state commerce act, Mr. Dos Passos, an able 
member of the New York bar, caused it to be 
announced that he would prepare a work ex- 
plaining the provisions of thelaw. As such 
& hand book was very much needed, the 
railroad men and lawyers looked for its ap- 
pearance with some impatience.

® zeal worthy of the undertaking, but he had 
not proceeded far before it began to dawn 
upon him that he was in for all sorts of a job.

He brought all his legal learning and criti- 
cal acnmen to his aid, but he found that like | 


the framers of the law he not make 
head or tail of it. Still, the promi book 
had toappear on time, and despité his pain- 
ful doubts the commentator kept faith with 
the public. 

We cannot touch upon all the points of 
difficulty encountered by Mr. Dos Passos. 
One will be enough. In the first place, con- 
cerning the long and short haul clause, our 
disgusted author boldly says that it dele- 
gates to the commission the power ordinari- 
ly supposed to belong only to the legislative 
branch of government, to suspend the opera- 
tion of a penal statute, and he rightly takes 
the position that the courts will have{to pass 
upon this extraordinary delegation of power. 
Again he finds thatin one place the long and 
short haul section directly repeals the pro- 
visions made in another part of the same sec- 
tion, It forbids a greater charge for a short 
haul than for a long haul, where the circum- 
stances are the same, and yet it goes on to 
forbid the charging of an equal amount for a 
short haul and a long haul without any men- 
tion of the qualifying circumstances, there- 
by, in effect, cancelling the provision made 
for them in the beginning. The valye of ++'<~ 
conclusion, howevgr-i¢ eoinewhat im paired 
bf air. Dos F4-s08’s admission that he can- 
not be certain of anything. Hesays: ‘‘The 
language is faulty,ambiguous,and perhaps so 
confused as to be incapable of interpreta- 
tion.”’ 

The learned commentator has not success- 
fully dealt with the knotty problem, but he 
deserves credit all the same. Ile has called 
attention to manny puzzling poiats in the 
bill, and this will be of some service to all 
parties concerned. As we have more than 
once stated, it will takea long time to author- 
itatively settle the construction of one of the 
most remarkable legislative experiments of 
modern times. 


How Congressmen May Spend Their 
Vacation. 

Some newspapers are urging the president 
to cajl an extra session of congress. This 
suggestion, in ‘almost every instance, comes 
from journals which do not support the ad- 
ministration. If the president was seeking 
counsel on this question he would not look 
to the sources of this gratuitous advice. 

In all probability, however, the president 
has never thought of callipg an extra session 
of the fiftieth congress. About the only 
argument offered by his volanteer counselors 
is that congress should beassembled at once 
to reduce the surplus. This argument was 
as strong eighteen months ago as it is now. 
It presented itself to congress during two 
entire sessions, and the only effect it had was 
to elicit a few spasmodic and abortive efforts 
at a reduction of taxation. The president’s 
expe~ience with the only congress he has 
yet had to deal with officially is not calcu- 
lated to inspire in him any great degree of 
confidence in congressional wisdom when 
applied to this great question. 

Extra sessions bave never been called ex- 
cept in cases of emergency, and they have 
almost always accomplished the objects for 
which they were assembled. If the presi- 
dent should take the responsibility of con- 
vening the new congress in extra session for 
the purpose of considering the tariff and the 
proper disposition of the surplus it is not at 
all certain that any tangible result would be 
accomplished, An extra session which 


merely met, talked and adjourned would — 


not be an ornament to the records of the 
administration. Congress will meet in regu- 
lar session next December. In the mean- 
while its members cannot spend their time 
in a better way than in the study of those 
great questions which will, a few months 
hence, inevitably be presented to them. 
The people expect the fiftieth congress to do 
something practical with these questions. 
A few months of careful investigation and 
honest endeavor to ascertain the wants of 
the people they are to represent will prove 
more beneficial to the members of the fiftieth 
congress than a trip to Washington this 
spring or next fall to partake of the luxuries 
of an extra session. 


The Negro and the Interstate Com- 
merce Bill. 

The New York Herald calls attention to a 
matter that bas already been broached in 
THE CONSTITUTION, namely, the civil rights 
provision to be found in the interstate com- 
merce bill. That bill, as our readers will 
probably discover, before they are through 
with it, covers a great deal of territory, It 
not only persists in regarding the states as 
commercial and geographical entities, but it 
revives a feature of the civil rights bill which 
created come commotion in the south several 
years ago. 

We may infer from this that it isa very 
grand and statesmanlike measure, and that 
its author intends to be a candidate for pres- 
ident. The ground covered by the measure 
is immense. It not only erects barriers that 
do not exist either in geography or commerce, 
butit resurrects one end of the civil rights 
bill. For instance, section 3 of the law is as 
follows: 

It shall be unlawful for any common carrier sub- 
ject tothe provisions of this act to make or give 
any undue or unreasonable preference or advan- 
tage to any particular person, company, firm, cor- 
poration or locality, or any particular description 
oftrafficin any respect whatsoever, or to subject 
any particular person, company, firm, corporation 
or locality, or any particular description of traffic, 
to any undue or unreasonable prejudice or: disad- 
vyantege in any respect whatsoever, 


Whether the able southern congressmen 
who lobbied and voted for this measure were 
aware of the fact that they were engaged in 
resurrecting the Sumner bill, we do not 
know, but if they are as ableas they claim 
to be, and as patriotic as they ought to be, 
there can be no doubt that they had carefully 
studied the measure before they cast their 
votes for it, and, as a matter of course, they 
must have known its far-reaching effects, 
Otherwise they would stand condemned be- 
fore their constituents in voting fora bill 
which they had not even read. 

The section we have quoted is operative, 
and as all the important roads of the south 
will be necessarily driven into interstate 
combinations by the very terms of the bill, 
it must follow that section 3 will be oper- 
ative in all. There is no escaping from its 
provisions. Its language is clear and un- 
mistakable,and there is no getting around it. 


As we bave said before, the interstate com- 


merce bill is a very big thing. 


Abont a One-Horse State. 

A change is coming over the spirit of the 
republican dreams in Rbode Island. For 
years, the party has been controlled by the 
most corrupt methods kaown to the prrty, 
and that is saying a greatdeal. Of late, 
when the republican party of Rhode Island

It will have branches, 
which will make its total length about 250 
miles. General Horatio C. King is president of 
the company, and a score of prominent New 
York capitalists are associated with him in the 
enterprise,

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A WOMAN'S WAR, 


Madam Willie Burton Visits Colonel Moy- 
ers’s Law Office and Creates Trouble, 


“I wish you would send an officer over to my 
office right quick, I want a disorderly woman 
taken out,” said Colonel W. T. Moyers, the at- 
torney at 44 Pryor street, yesterday, as he 
rushed into the city prison bareheaded and out 
of breath. ee 

Patrolman Watkins and Stationhouse Keeper 
Ryan were instructed by Chief Connolly. to 
comply with Mr. Moyers’s request. The gen- 
tleman’s office ts just across the 
street from police headquarters and in a 
second almost the two oflicers were hurry- 
ing upthe stairway. In Mr. Moyers’s office 
they found [two women, one of whom was 
manifesting her ill-temper by using some 
very abusive language. She was Madam Wil- 
lie Burten, of 10 Collins street, and the abus- 
ive language®she was using was directed to- 
wards Colonel Moyers. As the two officers 
entered the room she turned to them, 
saying: 

“I have whipped him, and you can arrest 
me as quick as you please and [am willing to 
pay for it.” 

Colonel Moyers informed the officers that 
he did not want the woman arrested and that 
he did not want any case made against her, 
butonly wanted her removed from 
his office. Station House Keeper Ry- 
an, however, decided to conduct the 
woman to police headquarters and sub- 
mit the matter to Chief Connolly. The woman 
accompanied the officers across the stroet, and 
entered the prison crying. Chief Connolly was 
present, and to him Mr. Ryan made a report, 
adding that Colonel Movers did not want a 
case made against her. Chief Connolly begau 
questioning the woman about the trouble. In 
reply to questions she informed the chief that 
Colonel Moyers had been acting as her attorney, 
and that as her attorney he came in possession 
of some money which he continued to with- 
hold from her, notwithstanding her frequent 
demands for it. She was suffering because of 
the want of the money, and left her house de- 
termined to get the money or to whip the at- 
torney. Her story throughout wasa sad one, 
and after hearing it Chief Connolly instructed 
Mr. Ryanto bookacase against the woman 
charging her with disorderly conduct. The 
case Will be called in police court this morn- 
ing. 

COLONEL MOYERS MAKES A STATEMENT. 

Immediately after the woman left the city 
prison Colonel Moyers entered and when aske«! 
about the trouble said : 

“There isa very small basis for a sensation. 
The woman came to my office this afternoon 
apparently intoxicated and very boisterous. I 
have represented her recently as her attorney 
in five or six matters about which you can 
learn something at the city clerk’s and city 
marshai’s offices and from the waterworks 
superintendent and Sanitary Inspector Veal. 
She was dissatisfied with charges aggregating 
fifteen dollars which I made for services in 
these little cases, and when she called was 
very abusive and profane. Failing to pacify 
or xet rid of her, I stepped to the police 
station and requested an officer fo remove 
her from my office, which was promptly done. 
Half an hour afterwards Chief Connolly came 
over, prompted by a spirit of friendli- 
ness, and told me__ that while at 
the stationhouse the woman had made 
statements, in substance, that she had beaten 
me witha stick or whipand her fist; which was 
my first information on the subject, and all of 
which statements are extravagant and ridicu- 
lously false. She did strikeat me with asmall 
stick, apparently the handle of a parasol, which 
I took away from her, broke in two and tossed 
into the street. While the officer was putting 
her out she caught up my cane from near the 
door and endeavored to hit me with it, but of 
course, did not.” 

“Why did you request that no case be made 
ageinst her ?”

GEORGIA’S INSURANCE LAWS. 


Short Talk With the Comptreller General— 
The Present Statutes. 

“The arrest of those two insurance men who 
are said to haye been doing business in this state 
without a license will have a salutary effect so far 
as the enforcementof the insurance laws is con- 
cerned,’’ remarked Comptroller General Wright 
yesterday. 

‘Those fellows who pay no license have an im- 
mense advantage over the honest ones who do 
comply with the state laws You see, the law re- 
quires the companies to pay what is in effect about 
twenty percent upon their gross premium receipts. 
If the egents of companies which do _ not 
comply with tke law are allowed to go ahead 
ano do business they would be able to make such 
inducements to merchants and others that they 
would, in all probability, get the bulk of the busi- 
ness. Our inturance laws are defective in that it 
is everybc dy’s business to see that the laws are en- 
forced, and what is everybody’s business is no- 
bedy’s business. The judiciary committee of the 
senate unanimously approved, last session, a bill 
which makes it the duty of the comptroller general 
to seethat these laws are enforced, but owing to 
the lateness of this action the bill did not get be- 
jore the legislature. The only thing to be 
done, unéer the. present state of affairs, is 
for the insurance men to look out for these intru- 
ders. as they have done in these cases.”’ 

“What is the penalty for carrying on the busi- 
ress without the necessary permit or license?’ 
asked THE CONSTITUTION. 

“A fine not exceeding $1.000, or imprisonment 
not exceeding two years, or both, at the discretion 
of the court, besides being required to pay into the 
State treasury the full amount due for the permits 
or licenses. If a few of these intruders are well 
punished, they will begin to have some regard for 
Georgia iaws.”’ 

*‘Have all states such laws?”’ 

‘So far as know, every 
union has some laws regulating 
insurance® companies doing business with- 
in their borders. Many have laws 
similar to ourown. Under our laws the insurance 
men pay intotke state treasury nearly $25,000 per 
annum. It is only fairthat the guerillas who do 
not bear theimshare of that expense should be 
punished, and ‘I hope the legislature, at its next 
session, may see fit to remedy all defects in the 
existing laws.”’

THEY CUT OUT OF PRISON. 


Four Men Use a Case Knife on a Prison Wall 
and Escape. 

Four negro men confined in the stockade cut 
through the prison wall Sunday night, with a 
case knife, and made their escape without 
alarming the guards. 

The men are Bob Brauer, William Moore, 
Lewis Stevens and Frank Talmage. 

The prison building at the city stockade is 
made of wood. The outer walls are built of 
heavy timbers, crossed and recrossed uutil 
they are just as hard to cut through 
as a solid stone wail. The inner sides 
of the prison, those next to the prison yard are 
not so thick, but have always been found secure 
heretofore. The cells have the thick wall at 
one end while the other end is against a wall 
forming a side of the hallway leading in front 
of the cells. » 

On Saturday afterncon, when the pritoners 
quit work and were marched into the prison, 
Brauer, SMoore, Stevens and Talmage were 
placed in the same cell. Sunday morning, 
when the guards went around to see the pris- 
fec, the quartette was - in 
the cell, and la‘er in the day 
they were turned into the prison yard for ex- 
ercise. In the afternoon they were again 
locked inthetame cell and it was then that 
they began work. Insome way wholly un- 
known to Superintendent Hartings or the 
evards the men secured a case knife and cut a 
hole through the wall next to the hallway. 
The planke were thick and of hard wood and 
the work was difficult and nevegsarily slow. 
With the knife they succeeded in making th» 
hole, however, and through it crawled into the 
hallway. They then began cutting a hole 
thiough the heavy wall at the end of the hall. 
This was decidedly barder work than cutting 
out of the cell, but the men were determined, 
+nd before day dawned yesterday they were 
breathing free, fresh air. 

When the guard opened the corridor door 
yesterday morning to distribute breakfast 
among the prisoners, the first thing he saw 
was the square hole in the other end of the 
hall. Rays of light were flashing through 
the hole, and as the guard looked at them 
he realized that some one had escaped. An 
investigation showed him the hole through 
the wall of the cell, and when the door was 
unlocked the place, of course, was found 
empty. The alarm was quickly given, and 
in a short time the trailing dogs were brought 
around the opening. On the outside of 


the prison by the hole through 
which the prisoner had crawled 
the old caseknife was found. The blade was 


worn away until only a small piece was left. 
The dogs took up the trail. but before going a 
hundred yards became confused, and in a short 
time gave up altogether. 

The men who escaped were the most import- 
ant prisoners in the stockade. 

Brauer was sent out only a few days ago to 
serve thirty days for violating the prohibition 
law. When Judge Anderson sent himto the 
stockade he required a $300 bond of him to the 
city court for selling liquor, Brauner had not 
made the bond; and would have been sent to 
jail after completing his sentence on the rock- 
pile. 

William Moore was serving a third sentence 
also. He was sent out ten days ago. The day 
before Moore was sent to the stockade he 
knocked a boy on the head with a stone and a 
bond of two hundred dollars for assault with 
intent to murder had been required of him. 

Frank Talmage was doing a thirty day term 
too, and was sentouton the eleventh of this 
month. In fifteen minutes after intelligence 
of the escape of the four men had reached po- 
lice head quarters, Talmage’s sister entered the 
bui'ding to pay bis fine, When Talmage is 
arrested again he will be given an additional 
thirty days for escaping. 

Lewis Stevens was sent outon the twenty- 
third instant torerve eleven and a half days.

ATLANTA TREATED TO A DOSE OF || 
REMARKABLE WEATHER, 


Thermc meters Show a fell of Twenty-S8ix Degrees in 
Twelve Pcire, With the Wind Blowing a Per- 
icct Gale- Prebabilitys That This Will 
Settle the Fa'e ofthe Peach Crop. 


Atlanta is being treated to some very re. 
markable weather. 

Shortly before ten o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing, Signal Officer -W. Easly Smith received the 
following telegram: 

“Hoist cold wave flag. Temperature will proba- 
bly fallabout 20 degrees by 7 o'clock Tuesday 
morning. (Sigued.) GREELY.”’ 

The message tvas hardly necessary, for bs 
fore it reached here the cold wave had put in 
its appearance. And it came wich a rush, 

At six o’clock yesterday morning the ther- 
memeter at the signal station registered 
fifty-two degrees. As the day a4- 
vanced the mercury began to 
drop, slowly at first, but. by noon» the dowa- 
ward tendency was at the rate of two degress 
an hour. Atlo’clock it stood at the thirty- 
eight degree point, at 2 o’clock it read thirty- 
six and was falling rapidly. The wind ws 
from the northwest and was blowing a gale 
Daring the day its velecity varie’ from twed 
ty-four to thirty miles an hour, with frequent 
gusts, when the rate was increasel to 
forty, forty-five and even fity milas 
an hour. Thesky was covered with cloads 
aliday. A falling barometer indicsied tae 
presence of considerable moisture, and people 
who had kept their weather eyes open were 
notat all surprised when 

SNOW FELL LAST EVENING. 

Last night was an intensely disagreerble 
one, and judging oy the appearanceof the 
streets almost every person who could possibly 
remain atheme did so. Some brave one* 
ventured out to church, but those lost no time 
in getting Lome after the services came to an 
end, 

Fires were decided luxuries and mer with 
heavy overcoats were envied by their fellows. 

During the evening the mercury continued 
its efforts to drop out of sight. The freezing 
point was reached quite early, but still it 
dropped. The weather bears were ou top, and 
no mistake. As night approached the velocity 
of the wind continued to increase until it al- 
mest reachei! the hurricane rate. It blew hard 
all night. 

ICE FORMING. 

“Do you wartsome weather news?’ came 
over the telephone wires at eleven o'clock. 

The answer was in the affirmative. 

“J am the watchman at Westview ceme- 
continued the voice. “At this hour the 
thermometer here registers twenty-eight de- 
grees. The wind is blowing hard and snow 
has been falling qnite rapid!y. Ice has formed 
to the thickness of an eighth of an inch.” 

Similar reports came from other portions of 
the city. 

Unfortunately the “oldest inhabitant” could 
not be found last evening. The presumption 
is that even he thought it best not to attempt 
to brave the blasts, despite the splen- 
did opportunity to air his knowledge 
of stoims which “could discount this.” Sev- 
eral younger inhabitants took occasion, how- 
ever, to give it as their opinion that this storm 
isa remarkable one. Allagreed that although 
the month of March is like a woman—almost 
always “uneertain, coy and hard to please, and 
variable as the shade’’—-it is certainiy an usual
